SODIUM CHLORIDE 
ASTM-D 632-84 


This specification supersedes ASTM-D 632-72 


1. SCOPE 


This specification covers sodium chloride intended for use as a deicer 
and for road construction or maintenance purposes. 


2. CLASSIFICATION 
This specification covers sodium chloride obtained from natural deposits 
(rock salt) or produced by man (evaporated, solar, other) and recognizes 
two types and two grades as follows: 
Type 1 - Used primarily as a pavement deicer or in aggregate stabilizatior 
Grade 1 - Standard gradation (Note 1). 


Grade 2 - Special gradation (Note 2). 


Type II- Used in aggregate stabilization or for purposes other than 
deicing. 


Note 1 - Grade 1 provides a particle grading for general application, 
and found by latest research to be most effective for ice 
control and skid resistance under most conditon. Grade 2 
is the grading typical of salt produced in the Western U.S. 
and available in states of the Rocky Mountain Region and west 
which may be preferred by purchasers in that area. 


3. CHEMICAL REQUIREMENTS 


The sodium chloride shall conform to the following requirements as to 
chemical composition: 


Sodium chloride (NaCl), min,$. . . . . . . . 95.0 


4. PHYSICAL REQUIREMENTS 
Grading: 
Type I - The gradation of Type I sodium chloride, when tested 


by means of laboratory sieves, shall conform to the following 
requirements for particle size distribution:

Sieve Size Grade 1 Grade 2 
3/4 in. (19.05 mm) -- 100 
1/2 in. (12.70 mm) 7 100 -- 
3/8 in. ( 9.51 mm) 95 - 100 --

No. 8 ( 2.38 mm) 10 - 60 10 - 60 
No. 30 ( 0.595 mm) 0- 15 0-15 


Туре ІІ - The gradation of Type II sodium chloride shall conform 
to grading requirements imposed or permitted by the purchaser 
under conditions of the intended use. - 


5. PERMISSIBLE VARIATIONS 


In the case of sodium chloride sampled after delivery to the purchaser, 
tolerances from the foregoing specified values shall be allowed as 
follows: 


Gradation - 5.0 percentage points on each sieve size, except the 
1 in. (12.5 mm) and 3/8 in. (9.5 mm) for Grade 1 and 3/4 in. 
(19.0 mm) for Grade 2. 5 : 


Chemical Composition - 0.5 percentage point. 


6. CONDITION 


The sodium chloride shall arrive at the purchaser's delivery point 
in a free-flowing and usable condition. 


7. SAMPLING 


Not less than three sample increments shall be selected at random 
from the lot (Note 2). Each increment shall be obtained by scraping 
aside the top layer of material to a depth of at least 1 in.(25mm) 
and taking a l-lb. (approximately 454-g) quantity of sodium chloride 
to a depth of at least 6 in. (152 mm). Sampling shall be done by 
means of a sampling thief or other method which will assure a 
representative cross section of the material. The sample increments 
shall be thoroughly mixed to constitute a composite sample 
representative of the lot. 


NOTE 2 - A lot shall be an amount agreed upon between purchaser 
and supplier at the time of purchase. 


8. TEST METHODS 


(a) Chemical Test - Test for compliance with the requirements 
for chemical composition in accordance with the following methods: 


1. Routine Control - The "Rapid Method" provided in Annex A-1 
may be used for routine control and 
approval. 


2. Referee Testing - In case of controversy, determine analysis 
in accordance with Methods E 534. 


Gradation shall be determined by Method 
E C 136. 


9. INSPECTION 


The purchaser or his representative shall be provided free entry 
and necessary facilities at the production plant or storage area 
if he elects to sample sodium chloride at the source. 


10. REJECTION AND REHEARING 


(a) The sodium chloride shall be rejected if it fails to conform 
to any of the requirements of this specification. 


(b) In the case of failure to meet the requirements on the basis 
of an initial sample of a lot represented, two additional 
samples shall be taken from the lot and tested. If both 
additional samples meet the requirements, the lot shall be 
accepted. 


11. PACKAGING AND MARKING 


The sodium chloride shall be delivered in bags or other containers 
acceptable to the purchaser, or in bulk lots. The name of the 
producer and the net weight shall be legibly marked on each bag 
or container, or, in the case of bulk lots, on the shipping or 
delivery report. 


ANNEX 
MANDATORY INFORMATION 
RAPID TEST METHOD FOR SODIUM CHLORIDE 


The following rapid test method may be used for routine control of the 
sodium chloride content instead of the referee method prescribed in Section 8. 


1. SAMPLE - The composite sample obtained under Section 7 shall be 
thoroughly mixed and reduced by quartering or by means of 
sample splitter to approximately 1-1b. (454-g). This 1-1b. 
composite sample shall be ground to pass the No. 50 (300 mm) sieve. 


2. PROCEDURE - Weigh out 10 * 0.01-g of the pulverized sample and place 
in a beaker with 250-ml distilled water. Add 10-ml of nitric 
acid (HNO3, 1 + 4 by volume) and stir for 20 min. at room 
temperature to put the salt in solution. Transfer the 
solution including any insoluble material to a 2-liter volumetric 
flask and dilute to the mark with distilled water. With a 
pipet draw off 25-ml of the solution and place in a white 
porcelain casserole. Add i-g of calcium carbonate (CaCoz) 
to neutralize the excess HNOz, and adjust the ph to approximately 
7. Add 3-ml of potassium chromate (K2Cr04) solution (50-g 
K2Cr04/liter) as an indicator and titrate with 0.05 N silver 
nitrate (AgNO3) solution. 


3. STANDARDIZATION - Standardize the 0.05 N AgNO3, solution using 10 g 
of reagent grade sodium chloride (NaCl) following 
the applicable procedure. 


4. CALCULATION - Calculate the percentage of NaCl as follows: 
NOTE: P = [(A/B) x (C/D)] x 100 


WHERE: A- grams of reagent grade NaCl used. 

B= millilitres of 0.5 М AgNO3,solution, required to 
titrate the reagent grade NaCl. 

C= millilitres of 0.5 М AgNO3, solution, required to 
titrate the sample being tested. 

D= grams of test sample used, and 

P= percentage of sodium chloride in the sample being 
tested. 


If moisture is apparent in the sample, dry a duplicate 
10-g sample of the pulverized salt at 105°C (220°F) 
and correct the weight of the sample accordingly. 


NOTE: Because total chlorides are precipatated in the titration, 
magnesium chloride (MgC12) and calcium chloride (CaC12) 
would be included as sodium chloride. 


5. PRECISION - Duplicate samples should check within 0.25 percent (NaCl).
